Mr. DONNELY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) said 
that the Ultimate Financial Settlement of 
1925 had bedevilled the whole situation of 
the country, North and South, In that settle- 
ment their rights had been surrendered, and 
agreement made to pay £5,000,000 a year. 
The present Government refused to pay that 
money, and that was all they had been able 
to save from the wreck. There were half a 
million people in the North-East corner far 
from being so attached to the Crown as 
Deputy MacDermot represented, but were as 
good Republicans as were to be found, any- 
where in Ireland. 

The cry of racialism was an inspired cry— 
it was a manufactured pro-British argument. 
The finest types of Nationalism were found 
among the Protestants of the North, as, for 
example, John Mitchel. 


INTOLERABLE PESTS 


Mr. DILLON (U.L, Donegal) said that 
Deputy Donnelly had not answered a single 
straight question put to him by Deputy 
MacDermot. The attitude of Deputy Don- 
nelly and the Government Party was: ‘‘ God 
spare us from the necessity of thinking. We 
will blindly follow the President and he will 
give answer.” President de Valera was either 
temporarily insane or was out on a policy of 
wrecking the eountry tor those who came 
after him. 

There were, to his mind, two intolerable 
pests in this coustry—one was he who de- 
clared himself a Gael and had a narrow- 
minded ignorant bigotry, and the other was 
the, abortion going round proclaiming l.imself 
a Briton, who wrapped himself in the Union 
Jack and sang the British National Anthem. 
One extreme was as loathsome as the other. 
The President himself was forgetting that 
there was growing up after him in this 
country a generation which was not concerned 
with the details of a controversy that had 
taken place during the past fifteen years. 
Was there any other nation in the world 
with the opportuzities which we had, and the 
advantages that were there for the taking, 
which deliberately would embroil itself in a 
war with an enormously powerful nation— 
a nation which, he was sure, was anxious 
to be friendly, and anxious to establish good 
relations at the earliest moment? The more 
he saw of the President shaking his shackles 
in the eyes of the world—shackles that 
nobody but the President himself could see— 
and proclaiming for the edification of the less- 
educated of our people that he (the President) 
had broken another shackle towards freedom 
in the name of national independence, the 
more he was driven to the conclusion that the 
President simply was demonstrating to 
posterity that the misfortunes of this country 
for a number of years past were everybody's 
fault but the President’s. 


QUESTION FOR THE 
COUNTRY 


‘Whenever I think of the President and 
the Republic,” said Mr. Dillon, ‘‘my mind 
goes back to Alice and the looking-glass.’’ 

Mr. Dillon proceeded to say that he asso- 
ciated the Vice-President with Alice, who, 
thev might remember, asked the Red Queen 
if there was jam for tea and was told there 
was not.

Carlow-Kilkenny) said that on the previous 
occasion when the vote was under considera- 
tion he had referred to certain negotiations, 
in which a man employed by the President 
had participated with a man known by the 
secret name of “ Marino.” He (Mr. Fitz- 
gerald) had invited the President to let the 
House know whether that had been with a 
view to getting money from outside sources 
to assist in the overthrow of social order in 
this country.

This was a file which that repre- 
sentative had when he represented the Re- 
publican Government, and was not given back 
in 1922 or 1923. He (the President) had not 
asked to have this file given back. He was 
perfectiy satisfied it would be given back 
if he asked for it, but he had not asked for 
it. This particular representative supported 
the State which he believed was the con- 
stitutional State at the time, He had been 
brought back into the Civil Service, and why 
should he not? He was entitled to come 
back, 

There was a suggestion that he (the Pre- 
sident) had brought in somebodv from the 
frish Press into the Civil Service, but why 
not? The man was entitled to come back. 
He had been Secretary of the Department of 
External Affairs at its inception. He was the 
first Secretary of the Department, and why 
should he not be brought back? He had 
been brought back just as other civil servants 
had been restored to the Service. 

. There was no truth whatever in the rug- 
gestion by Deputy Fitzgerald that there had 
een negotiations with Russia. 

They were extending their representatives 
to Spain because of the fact that Spain was 
one of the principal European countries, and 
because of past associations with that 
country, and because of the trade relations 
re-established with that country.

wired to be made ae posi- 
hich the Synod: faced was this: Last 
July the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church, in accordance with a joint 
committee of both Churches, passed a resolu- 
tion recognising, as a base for further moves 


towards union, the validity, efficacy, and 
spiritual’ reality of both ordination and 


sacraments as administered.in the Church of 
Ireland, and the further resolution authorising 
their committee to continue discussions when 
the General Synod should have passed a reso- 
lution in identical terms regarding the 
validity, efficacy and spiritual reality of Pres- 
byterian Orders and sacraments. fo decline 
such an invitation would appear to be un- 
generous and to put our Church in the 
wrong, making it responsible for the breaking 
off of negotiations; but no one versed in the 
history of the question, least of all our Pres- 
byterian brethren, can maintain this; for it 
is obvious that we were being invited’ to do 
something more difficult than what the 
General Assembly had done, demanding thc 
overcoming of much greater difficulties and 
scruples than Presbyterians had in acknow- 
ledging our Orders; for our standards are 
stricter than theirs, and it is by our standards 
—because they are Catholic--that we must 
judge. 

We were asked to take, as a preliminary 
ra what would amount for us almost to 
a lap over the whole fence which divides 
us, cannot help contrasting the way in 
which we were being expected to act and 
the way in which the Joint Committee ap- 
sointed by the Church of England and the 
Proshyteriae Church of Scotland have acted. 


GRAVE QUESTIONS 


Thev must. issue a repert after two years 
of joint exploration on the measure of agree- 
ment existing in their Churches, detailing 
the things in common, and the things that 
might be undertaken in common, but with 
regard to differences in the sphere of order 
and in relation to the Church’s ministry and 
its Sacraments as affecte, thereby. They 
admit that questions of grave historical and 
doctrinal importance are involved, the solu- 
tion of which must entail long and detailed 
discussion, and they suggest th-t a fresh 
handling of these matters by representatives 
of their scholarship and churchmanship would 
issue in fruitful results.” 

His Lordship commended ‘he action of the 
Synod, and continued:—‘‘We were being 
asked to declare that Presbyterian Orders 
were on a par 'n every respect with our own, 
and that according to Catholic standards—a 
claim which, so far as I know, has never 
been admitted by the Church. It wouid he 
difficult, indeed, to make such a declaretion 
square with the declamation in the preamble 
to the Constitution of the Church of Ireiand 
binding us ‘to maintain inviolate the three 
orders of bishops, priests, and deacons in the 
sacred ministry.’ Now vou can only maintain 
inviolate something that 1s regarded as 
sacrosanct, and we regard them as sacrosanct 
for no lesser reason than “hat we believe 
they are a Divine provision, and, as such, 
a heritage which we fold in trust and dare 
not tamper with even by implication. . 8 

‘Tf Presbyterian orders are in every re- 
spect on a par with our own, why metntain 
any longer that wnnecessary and most expen- 
sive luxury, the Episcopate! It is sometimes 
said that our Church has no theory as to 
the necessity of Episcopacy in a Church 
claiming to be Catholic, as we do. It may, 
indeed, be unformulated; for those who drew 
up our Prayer Book were of a race not given 
to theory; but theory is implicit in the prac- 
tice of our Prayer Book and, above all, of 
the Ordinal. 

“ At the apex of the service of rites by 
which men are brought into a new status 
stands the most solema and u Mis rite, 
and one fraught with a sense of the deepest 
significance, which I underwent two months 
ago, the rite of ordaining or consecrating of 
bishops, which we were asked in effect to 
declare unnecessary, seeing that without it 
we can have a ministry that is all that it 
might be. 

SOCIETY OF FRIENDS 

‘‘In the light of history, and in the light 
of our Prayer Book, the Synod hesitated to 
commit itself to what appeared an inconsis- 


tency. They did not deny, but they hesi- 
tated to affirm what they were asked to 
affirm. This does not mean that we do not 


recognise the manifold spiritual blessings 
which have followed from Presbyterian minis- 
trations; but the argument used at the 
Synod that the validity of a Church’s system 
is proved by the goodness of its members 
moves too much and: cuts the ground under 
the Presbyterians’ strongly-held belief in 
their own system as truly Catholic and 
Apostolic; for the Society of Friends has 
probably the highest average of goodness of 
any Christian body; yet its system amounts 
to a denial of system. It does attract high- 
minded souls, but the Universal Church is 
to bind together and keep and feed every 
sort of soul from the highest to the most: 
degraded, young and old, rich and 
poor, and to this end — Christ 
with His wonderful accommodasion to human 
nature, gave us a systematised Church, and 
gave it complete in its main essentials at the 
end of the Apostolic age. 

To a Church conforming to that model we 
can yield in all fulness the claim for the 
validity, efficacy and spiritual reality of its 
Orders and Sacraments; but can we without 
any qualification yield it to others? Yet to 
have accepted this resolution with any mental 
reservations would not have been honest, and 
would have been no return in kind for our | 
Presbyterian brethren’s candid acceptance of 
ours. 3 

The great danger in this whole question is 
that a formula of agreement should be found 
which glosses over differences, and upon which 
each party to it forms a different construction, 


WITH OTHER CHURCHES 
When thi’ does emerge we should find our- 
selyes further off from reunion than _ before. 


An agreement based on this formula would 


have been no agreement, but a piece of 
camouflage. It would not bring us really 
any nearer. It would take us further 


away from other bodies, such as the Chun 
of England, not to mention the Greek Church 
and the Church of Rome, To the 'atter 
body, indeed, we should have supplied a new 
reason for denying our claim to be Catholic. 
We cannot improve our relations with one 
body at the cost of prejudicing our relations 
with another, and Rs we desire reunion 
with the Church of Rome as ardently as with 
any other body, and we believe that, im 
spite of that Church’s official attitude to it, 
it is within the power of God's Holy Spirit 
to bring it about.” : 

Having given further reason for approving 
of the action of the Synod, his lordship con- 
cluded :—-‘‘ To those who have faith in the. 
possibility, nay, certainty, of ultimate re- 
union, what has happened will be no set- 
back to their efforts, but rather ought to be 
a spur to the deeper and more penetrating 
study of the subject, and, whilst His Holy 
Spirit will sarely neg to find a way, we must

Deputy Dillon, -however, answered his 
queries himself, which doubtless was the 
most satisfactory course. '' The President 
will say we'll never sell out to John Bull, 
and his followers will cry. ‘ Hear, hear,’ 
and they'll all be prepared to die for 
Ireland with the permission of Mr. 
Thomas.”’ 

Mr. Cosgrave next stressed the useless- 
ness of ‘‘ prating about nationalism ”’ 
when we should be concentrating upon 
supplying employment and a living for 
our people, and then the President rose to 
conclude.

DANZIG BANKS 
CLOSED 


FLIGHT FROM THE

A general bank holiday affecting all 
State, commercial and savings banks was 
declared by the Danzig Government to- 
day. The holiday will last until further 
notice, and during this time certain ex- 
change banks will be permitted to keep 
open for the sole purpose of accepting 
foreign currencies. No money will be per- 
mitted to be transferred abroad by the 
post offices during the holiday. 

This action of the Nazi Government of 
the Free City follows feverish buying of 
foreign exchange over the week-end, which 
continued until this morning as a result 
of a rumour of further devaluation of the 
Danzig guiden, which was placed on a 
lower gold basis on May 2nd. There has 
been durrng the last few days a regular 
flight from this currency. .- . 

The Danzig Government hopes to gain. 
time during the bank holiday to make ne" 
decisions regarding the currency problems. 

A Berlin telegram states that many 
Danzigers are believed to have removed 
their money from the Free City to be 
invested in German stocks.

RESIDENT DE VALERA moved in the

connection with the Free State’s expenses 
as member of the League of Nations. 

Mr, COSTELLO (U.I., Dublin) asked 
were they to gather that the President was 
not going to make any statement in regard 
to thesactivities of their representatives on 
the League of ‘Nations. Was it proposed 
that their representatives would do any- 
thing at the forthcoming League of 
Nations, or could the President say 
whether, after the next Assembly, there 
would be any League of Nations at all? 

It wart comforting to know that the 
policy of the present Government was 
against war, because when the treaty for 
the renunciation of war—the Kellogg Pact 
—had been brought before the House for 
ratification the people who now formed the 
Government had been opposed entirely to 
the policy of the then Government, They 
were entitled to know if the policy of the 
Government against war included Great 
Britain, having regard to the fact that at 
the moment there was going on an 
economic war with that country. 

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.I., Roscommon) 
asked the President if he thought the 
League was justifying its existence, and 
if he looked with approval on the Free 
State’s continued membership of it. Had 
the President taken any steps to ascertain 
in regard to Russia the consequences of 
that country’s admission into the League, 
in so far as civil or religious liberty was 
concerned ? 

Mr. Minch (U.I., Kildare) asked if the 
Free State’s representatives on the League 
were working towards the re-admission 
into the League of Germany, and so help- 
ing to avoid another great world war. 


PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT 


President DE VALERA said that he 
believed that the people generally kept 
in touch with external affairs, and they 
would know as much about what had 
happened abroad over. a period as the 
Government would. He did not think that 
any useful purpose would be served in 
publishing a report of the Department’s 
activities in regard to t' League, seeing 
that all the League’s publications were 
in the library. 

“I have measured,” said the Presi- 
dent, ‘‘ the amount of influence we can 
wield at the League of Nations. I do not 
want to minimise it. We have been 
playing our part, along with other States 
that are similarly attached, and have no 
special axe to grind. We are interested 
in the League as a means of preserving 
world’ peace. We can do—and we have 
done—a great deal, but I am not so foolish 
as to imagine that when you have practices 
against air raids to-day on the continent, 
and to-morrow in Britain—when people 
are in a mood like that there is much 
use for the smaller nations trying to 
counsel them towards peace. 


THE ONLY WAY 


“The only way which I see that peace 
can be preserved at the moment is by 
having such a feeling against war that 
Governments will try, before adopting tne 
instruments of war and seeking a way to 
war, to seek a way to peace in realisation 
of what war under new conditions wil’ 
mean ”’ 

The President added that, as‘ to collec- 
tive security, he had felt always that 
unless the. League of Nations had some 
sanction by which its decisions could be 
enforced it was not going to be of any use. 
He agreed that if they could have a system 
of collective security it would .be prefer- 
able, but they had the old difficulties in 
regard to sovereign States as to what 
extent they were prepared to agree to 
bring about a position of collective 
security. 


GETTING BACK TO 1914 


They had not reached in the League a 
position in which the moral effect of the 
League’s decisions would deter a big Power 
from taking action of which the League 
disapproved, That meant, in the long 
run, getting back to the old pre-1914 
position. That, so far as he could judge, 
was what was happening in Europe at the 
moment. It meant that there would be 
another war, and another war still, to end 
war. It was well that the nations should 
realise that. Reasonable people in every 
country were trying to bring to the atten- 
tion of the nations the desperate position 
into which they were drifting. 

The only way in which he thought war 
could be ended was by giving the League 
sanctions by which it would be able to 
enforce its decisions. | 

He would like to see some way in which 
the nations would obey law made by 
themselves, but the outlook was not 
bright. Law was only law when there was 
some power to enforce it,- and for that 
reason there was little value in inter- 
national law at present. 


RUSSIA’S ENTRY 

He was satisfied that if the League were 
to serve any useful purpose it should be 
its object to have all the big States as 
members. For that reason he was glad to 
see Russia entering the League, as he 
would be glad to see Germany and Japan 
in it, but only if they were prepared to 
accept the League’s principles and act in 
accordance with its ideals. He had sup- 
ported the entrance of Russia, but he had 
pointed out that he would do so with very 
much less questioning if they came in with 
the assurance that principles which had 
been accepted by Russia when she made 
an agreement with the United States were 


accepted by her now.

TANKS CLEAR DEBRIS 


Tents have been pitched on the lawns 
in front of every ruined bungalow, and. 
the owners are patiently collecting what 
few still serviceable household effects they 
can extract from the wreckage. 

Tanks are being used to clear away the 
débris. The fallen masonry is inextricably 
mixed with human bodies, parts of motor 
cars, provisions, household treasures, and 
furniture.

Me SEAN LEMASS, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, moved in 
the Dail last night, that the House 
approve of the Control of Imports (Quota 
No. 11) Order, made on January 15, in 
regard to the importation of coal, shale, 
culm and slack. | 
The Minister said that the object of 
the Order was to enable effect to be given 
to the informal arrangement entered into 
between the Free State and British Govern- 
ments concerning coal and cattle, of which 
deputies were aware, The quota order 
provided that of the 1,100,000 tons of coal 
imported for the first period (February 
to July, 1935) 1,099,000 tons should be 
taken from the United Kingdom or 
Northern Ireland. & 


EFFECT OF THE ORDER 


The formal arrangement with Britain 
would be carried out by coal being sent 
from that country, whereas the other 
quota orders had been designed to effect 
reductions in imports for the purpose of 
stimulating the productions of goods at 
home. ‘The fixation of the quota was 
designed to énsure that there would be 
no limitation in the quantity of coal 
brought into the country having regard 
to the quantities imported in other years. 

The principal effect of the Order would 
be to transfer to Britain orders for coal 
that previously had been going to Con- 
tinental countries, principally to Germany 
and Poland. The agreement was of one 
year’s duration. It was not possible to 
say how long it would remain in opera- 
tion, but it certainly would remain until 
the end of the year. Whether it would 
be continued in the following year 
depended on the existing circumstances. 


A COAL TAX 


Mr. MULCAHY (U.1I., Dublin N.).said 
that the arrangement by which the Order 
was made imposed a tax on the people 
of this country in respect of their coal 
amounting to £600,000. He would like to 
hear more about the trade aspect, but the 
question arose whether that was a war 
arrangement or a peace arrangement. The 
question of coal at first had been tackled 
by the Government as a war matter, and 


their coal had been imported from the . 


Continent. Consequently, that arrange- 
ment changed the whole position and gave 
a monopoly to Britain. He would like to 
ask the Minister whether the war aspect 
had been drawn off coal, and if that 


agreement was the kind they were going 


to expect from the Government. It im- 
posed a tax of £600,000 on the people in 
respect of their coal; an additional 
burden, amounting to £876,000, in respect 
to the tariffs levied by Britain on the in- 
crease of 150,000 odd head of cattle; while 
it imposed another burden on the taxpayer 
to the extent of £146,000 in regard to 


‘bounties. 


That meant that £1,600,000 was to be paid 
by someone in this country to keep the 
coal-cattle agreement in _ operation. 
Furthermore, as was stated in the Irish 
Times, the price of coal had increased bv 
about 6s. a ton. The price of coal, there- 
fore, was 11s. a ton higher than that for 
Continental coal. 


THE FARMERS’ PLIGHT 


Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN (U.L, 
Kerry) said that the fact that the pact 
had been necessary showed the plight of 
the farmers owing to Government policy. 
He wished to know what effect the eco- 
nomic war had on the price of coal in 
this country. 

The Government might also tell them 
what effect it had on the cost of coal— 
firstly, by the tax, and, secondly, by the 
fact that: there was now a monopoly while 
the people were being taxed. 


OVERNIGHT CHANGE 


Mr. P. BELTON (Independent, Dublin, 
North) contended that, the coal pact was 
a surrender in the economic. war fight. 
The Government’s bluff had now been 
called, and they no longer tried to gull 
the people into believing that the British 
public was paying the penal tax on the 
Irish goods sold in England. Previously 
they were told that it was good patriotism 
to use Continental coal, but overnight it 
had become the highest patriotism to burn 
British coal. He held that the country 
had been sold by the pact, and no one had 
the brazen cheek to admit having signed 
it. 

Was the coal-cattle pact only camouflage 
to bring more money into the Exchequer 
and enable the Minister for Finance to 
balauce the Budget? 

Mr. D. MORRISSEY (U.1., North Tip- 
perary) said that at the time the Govern- 
ment were actually conducting conferences 
with German representatives here, and 
something extraordinary. must have hap- 
pened to induce them to enter into this 
coal-cattle pact with Great Britain. Did 
the Government here suddenly realise the 
absolute urgent necessity of getting rid of 


the 150,000 head of surplus cattle? 


NO ECONOMIC WAP. 


Mr. 0. ESMONDE (U.I., Wexford) said 
that he had always maintained that there 
was never such a thing as. the economic 
war between His Majesty’s Governments 
in London and Dublin. They had always 
been as thick as thieves in this elaborate, 
stage-managed, artificial political play- 
acting which they called the economic war. 
They have both engaged in robbing the 
Irish farmer. 

There has been no more economic war 
between them, said Mr. Esmonde,: than 
between two pigs who have their snouts 
in the same trough. Sooner or later the 
trough will go dry, and I do not know 
what agreement they will come to. 

Mr. ESMONDE said that there was no 
more popular’ figure than President de 
Valera with the English farmers and 
miners. , ae
